The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  on  the  basis  of  July  1 
conditions,  forecast  a  U.S.  sugarbeet  crop  of  27 . 2  million  tons  for 
1969,  seven  percent  more  than  last  year's  record  high  of  25.4  million 
tons.  Average  yield  prospects  on  July  1  were  17.1  tons  per  acre 
compared  with  an  average  yield  for  1968  of  18.0  tons  per  acre  while 
harvested  acreage  in  1969  is  expected  to  exceed  last  year's  record  by 
about  12  percent.  At  average  sugar  extraction  rates  based  on  pribr 
years,  beet  sugar  production  would  amount  to  about  3,750,000  short 
tons,    raw  value ,    or  about  250,000  tons  more  than  the   1968  crop. 

Mainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  in  1969  is  estimated 
at  about  11.9  million  tons  ,  about  1  .  5  million  tons  less  than  last  year  . 
Acreage  for  harvest  is  expected  to  be  1 5  percent  smaller.  At  average 
sugar  extraction  rates,  cane  sugar  production  in  the  mainland  area 
would  total  about  1.1  million  short  tons,  raw  value  -  555,000  tons 
for  Louisiana  and  545,000  tons  for  Florida.  This  compares  with  1968 
mainland  cane  crop. of  1,213,000  tons  -  667,000  tons  in  Louisiana  .and 
546,000  tons  in  Florida. 

Cane  production  in  Hawaii  in  1969   is  estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board  as   10.9  million  tons,    about  five  percent  less  than     in  1968. 
Acreage  harvested  is  expected  to  be  one  percent  less  than  last  year. 
Growing  conditions   in  Hawaii  have  been  favorable  for  the  first  half  of 
1969  and  the  harvesting  has  now  accelerated. 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Department  in  June  1969 
estimated  world  centrifugal  sugar  production  for  the  1968-69  crop  at 
75.7  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  about  one  percent  iess  than  the 
first  estimate  made  last  November  but  about  four  percent  more  than 
the  1967-68  crop  of  72.8  million  tons.  This  record  crop  was 
accomplished  in  spite  of  unfavorable  weather  conditions  in  some  of  the 
larger  producing  countries  .  Among  the  countries  or  areas  suffering 
setbacks  due  to  climatic  conditions,  primarily  drought,  the  hardest 
hit  were  Puerto  Rico,  Cuba,  Peru,  and  South  Africa.  Offsetting  these 
were  record,  or  near  record,  productions  in  the  United  States  (beet), 
Dominican  Republic,  France,    India  and  Australia. 
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Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the 
Continental  United  States  through  July  12  were  reported  as  5,237,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  5,364,000  tons  during  the  same 
periodlast  year  .  Howe  ver  ,  physical  deli  veries  ,  when  account  is  taken 
of  the  large  quantities  of  refined  beet  sugar  sold  last  December  but 
delivered  in  January  and  February,  were  about  70,000  tons  greater 
this  year  than  in  the  comparable  period  last  year. 

Cane  sugar  refiners  distributed  3,655,000  tons,  or  70  percent  of  the 
total  this  year  compared  with  3,903,000  tons  or  73  percent  last  year. 
Beet  processors'  reported  sales  of  1,487,000  tons  or  28  percent  of 
the  total  compared  with  1,338,000  tons  or  25  percent  for  the 
comparable  period  last  year. 

Regionally,  reported  refined  sugar  deliveries  during  the  period 
January-May  1969  were  2.8  percent  less  than  during  the  same  period 
last  year.  Decreases  occurred  in  three  of  the  five  regions  with  the 
West  down  the  most  -  7.2  percent  followed  by  North  Central  region, 
down  4.  7  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic  region  down  2.0  percent.  The 
West  and  the  North  Central  were  the  regions  with  the  bulk  of  the  beet 
sugar  constructive  deli  series  last  December.  Regions  with  increases 
were  New  England,    up   1.9  percent  and  the  South,    up  0  .  3  percent. 

Individually,  31  states  received  less  sugar  in  the  first  five  months 
of  1969  than  in  those  months  of  1968,  17  received  more  sugar,  and 
two  about  the  same.  Illinois  and  California  had  the  largest  decreases, 
down  1,063,000  and  750,000  hundredweight,  respectively,  while 
Florida  and  Wisconsin  were  the  only  states  with  increases  of  100,000 
hundredweight  or  more.  Of  those  states  which  received  more  sugar 
during  these  months  of  1969  as  compared  with  1968,  seven  were  in 
the  South,  four  each  were  located  in  the  West  and  New  England 
regions   and  two  in  the    North  Central  region. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  the  end  of  June  totaled  2,4  03,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  about  311,000 
tons  more  than  a  year  earlier,  but  176,000  tons  less  than  a  'month 
ago.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  1,020,000  tons  were  147,000 
tons  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  up  69,000  tons  from  the  end  of 
May.  Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1  ,  15  0,000  tons  were  2  26,000  tons 
more  than  a  year  earlier  but  205,000  tons  less  than  the  end  of  May 

1969. 
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Since  the  last  issue  of  Sugar  Reports,  several  announcements  of 
price  changes  affecting  the  wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar  have 
been  noted.  A  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  on  June  17  an  increase 
of  .10  cent  per  pound  from  11.50  to  11.60  cents  in  the  price  of 
refined  sugar  sold  in  the  Northeast.  The  announcement  further 
provides  that  until  the  close  of  business  June  27  orders  would  be 
accepted  at  the  11.50  cents  per  pound  for  shipment  during  July  and 
August  1969  and  for  shipment  during  September  1969  at  11.60  cents. 
Other  interested  sellers  followed  with  similar  announcements. 

On  June  30,  a  beet  sugar  processing  company  announced  that  to  meet 
competition  in  the  Chicago-West  territory,  on  a  day-to-day  basis, 
they  would  consider  orders  for  industrial  sugars  at  prices  .15  cent 
below  those  shown  in  their  latest  price  list;  making  the  basis  price 
for  100-pound  paper  bags  of  sugar  10.35  cents  per  pound.  As  of  July 
18  the  following  were  the  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the 
basis  pack-   100  pound  paper  bags:

The  U.S.    retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
during  May  was   12.38  cents  per  pound,  up,  from  12.30  cents  in  April, 
and  12.  16  cents  in  May  of  last  year.  For  the  period  January-May  1969 
the  retail  price  averaged  12.27  cents  per  pound  compared   with  12.15 
cents  during  this  period  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  reported  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  7.74 
cents  per  pound  during  June,  down  from  7.82  cents  during  May  and 
up  from  7.53  cents  in  June  a  year  ago.  During  the  first  six  months  of 
1969,  the  spot  price  averaged  7.75  cents  per  pound  compared  with 
7.43  cents  during  January- June  of  last  year.  During  the  first  seven 
trading  days  of  June,  the  price  quotation  was  7.82  cents  per  pound  and

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on  June  11  it  dropped  to  7.75  cents,  on  June  23  to  7.70  cents  and  on 
June  26  to  7.60  cents  per  pound.  For  the  period  July  1  through  July 
10  the  quotation  was  7.60  cents  per  pound  and  on  July  11  it  dropped 
to  7.55  cents  and  on  the  14th  to  7.45  cents.  On  July  "18  the  price 
was  7. 4-5  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  July  1-18  averaged  7.54 
cents  compared  with' 7.  58-  cents  per  pound  during"  th.e  same  period  of 
last  year. 

Production  of  canjS   sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  through  July  6  totaled 
469,000  tons,    96     basis,    compared  with  634,-000  tons-  last  year. 
During  the  same  period,  the.  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  averaged 
8.179  percent  compared  with  9  . 688  percent  last  year-    The  harvest  of 
cane  has  lagged  cons iderahily  this  year  as  compared  with  last -i because 
of  unfavorable  weather  which  has  also  caused  the  cane  to  be  unusually 
tras.hy -and  lowered  the  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane.  As   of  July  16, 
all  but  five  of  the  mills  had  completed  grinding  and  none  of  the  five 
expect  to  grind  beyond -July  .^Consider able  quantities  of  cane  originally 
scheduled  for  harvest  this  year  will  be  carried  over  and  harvested  as 
part  of  next  year's  crop. 

The  1969  cane  harvest  in  Hawaii  got  off  to  a  late  start  because  of  a 
strike  which  closed  23  of  the  sugar  plantations  for  30  days  during 
February  and  March.  Production  through  July  5  totaled  526,000  tons, 
96°  bas  is,  compared  with  610,000  tons  during  the  comparable  period 
last  year.  Harvesting  schedules  for  the  remainder  of  the  crop  year 
I  indicate  an  accelerated  rate  so  that  most  of  the  lag  should  be  made 
up  by  year -end. 

The  spot  quotation  for  world  sugar  as  reported  by  the  Spot  Committee 
of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  3.95  cents  per 
pound  during  June  compared  with  1.78  cents  in  June  of  last  year  and 
3.78  cents  per  pound  in  May  1969.  The  average  of  the  daily  quotations 
for  the  period  January  through  June  this  year  was  3.56  cents  per 
pound  compared  with  1.98  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year.  On 
June  2,  the  quotation  was  3.90  cents  and  by  mid-month  hadincreased 
to  4.08  cents  per  pound  after  which  it  declined  to  3.85  cents  as  of 
June  30.  The  world  price  remained  unchanged  at  3.85  cents  during 
the  first  half  of  July  compared  with  an  average  of  1.70  cents  per 
pound  for  the  period  July  1-15  of  last  year.  On  July  18  the  price  of 
world  sugar  was  quoted  as  3.7  5  cents  per  pound  and  futures  contracts 
for  world  sugar  quoted  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange 
ranged  from  3. 67  cents  per  pound  for  November  1969  delivery  to  3. "94 
cents  for  January  1970  delivery. 
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NUTRITIVE  SWEETENER  DISTRIBUTION  AND  PRICE  STUDY 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  just  completed  a  study  of  the 
distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners  for  consumption  in  the  continental 
United  States  during  calendar  years  19  56  through  1968.  This  study 
analyses  the  sales  of  refined  sugar,  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  by 
primary  distributors  to  the  various  types  of  initial  buyers  and  com- 
pares the  quoted  price  at  wholesale  for  the  three  sweeteners  at  New 
York  City. 

There  follows  a  summary.  Publication  of  the  parts  of  the  study  will 
appear  in  subsequent  issues  of  Sugar  Reports.

INTRODUCTION 

Data  as  to  the  distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners,  sugar,  corn  sirup 
and  dextrose  by  primary  distributors  have  been  collected  by  the 
Department  in  the  adminis tration  of  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948, as  amended. 
Since  it  may  be  assumed  that  sweeteners  that  are  delivered  to  users 
are  consumed  if  not  at  the  time  of  delivery,  soon  thereafter 
this  article  analyzes  the  distribution  of  nutritive  sweeteners  to  develop 
an  indication  of  annual  consumption. 

Comparisons  of  the  distribution  data  for  the  three  nutritive  sweeteners 
havebeenmade  for  the  calendar  years  1956  through  1967.  Corn  sirup 
distribution  data  are  not  available  for  calendar  year  1968  nor  for 
precisely  the  same  types  of  buyers  as  for  sugar  and  dextrose  but 
where  comparable  data  are  available  comparisons  have  been  made. 
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SUMMARY 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  NUTRITIVE  SWEETENERS 

The  distribution  of  ■  nutritive  sweeteners  (sugar,  corn  sirup  and 
dextrose)  for  consumption  in  the  continental  United  States  increased 
from  10  million  tons  in  1956  to  more  than  12  million  tons  in  1967. 
This  was  an  increase  of  about  20  percent  compared  with  an  increase 
in  the  population  of  about  14  percent  .On  a  per  capita  basis  the  increase 
was  from  109  to  114  pounds.  All  of  the  sweeteners  shared  in  the 
increase.  The  12-year  growth  trend  averaged  224,000  tons  per  year, 
146,000  tons  of  which  was  accounted  for  by  sugar,  61,000  tons  by  corn 
sirup  and  16,000  tons  by  dextrose.  Distribution  of  sugar  and  dextrose 
in  1968  resulted  in  trends  for  the  1 3-year  period  of  +  1  54,  000  tons  per 
year  for  sugar  and  +1'5,  000  tons  for  dextrose  .  Distribution  data  for 

corn  sirup  during  calendar  year  1968  are  not  available. 

The  1967  indexes  of  distribution  for  the  three  sweeteners,  based  on 
1957-59=100,  were  corn  sirup  166.0  percent,  dextrose  129.7  percent 
and  sugar  1 1  5  .  1  per  cent  c  ompared  with  an  index  of  population  of  113.9 
percent.  In  1968  the  indexes  were  dextrose  133.4,  sugar  119.9  and 
population  115.1.  The  12-year  growth  trends  averaged +  7.6  percent 
per  year  for  corn  sirup, +4.  3  percent  for  dextrose  and  +  1 . 6  percent 
for  both  sugar  and  the  population.  The  1968  data  resulted  in  13-year 
trends  of +4.0  percent  for  dextr os e  ,+  1  .  7  percent  for  sugar  and  1.6 
percent  for  population. 

Per  capita  distribution 

As  indicated  hy  the  index  of  nutritive  sweetener  distribution,  during 
the  1956-67  period  all  of  the  sweeteners  shared  in  the  per  capita 
increase  which  trended  upward  at  an  average  of  .58  pound  per  year. 
Corn  sirup  increased  the  most  -  up  .50  pound  from  8.7  pounds  per 
year  in  the  base  period  to  12.6  pounds  in  1967  -  dextrose  up  .  1 1  pound 
from  4.0  pounds  to  4.6  pounds  -  and  sugar  up  .02  pound  from  96.0 
pounds  in  the  base  period  to  97.0  pounds  in  1967.  Data  for  1968  in- 
creased the  trend  for  sugar  to  .  1 1  pound  per  year,  or  to  100  pounds 
per  capita  in  1968  and  decreased  that  for  dextrose  to  .-10  pound  or  to 
4.7  pounds  per  capita  in  1968. 
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Share  of  total  distribution 

The  share  that  sugar  represented  of  the  total  distribution  of  nutritive 
sweeteners  during  the  study  declined  from  88.4  percent  in  the  base 
period  to  84.9  percent  in  1967.  On  the  same  basis  deliveries  of  corn 
sirup  increased  from  8.0  percent  in  the  base  period  to  11.0  percent 
in   1967  and  dextros  e  deliveries  from   3.7  percent  to  4.1  percent. 

DISTRIBUTION  BY  TYPE  OF  BUYER 

Sugar  Refined  sugar  distribution  reported  to  the  seven  types  of 
industrial  buyers  during  the  19  56-67  period  trended  upward  at  an 
annual  rate  of  3.7  million  hurudr edweight  per  year  from  83  million  in 
the  base  period  to  118  million  in  1967  while  sales  to  four  types  of 
non-industrial  buyer  s  trended  downward  at  a  rate  of  7  50,000  hundred- 
weight annually  from  80  million  to  72  million  hundredweight. 
Distribution  data  for  the  1968  calendar  year  increased  these  trends  to 
+4.0  million  hundredweight  for  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  com- 
pared with  -776,000  hundredweight  for  deliveries  to  non-industrial 
buyers.  All  of  the  seven  industrial  and  three  of  the  four  non- industrial 
buyers  received  more  s  ugar  annually  in  1 967  and  1968  than  in  the  base 
period.  One  category,  wholesalers,  received  less  sugar  in  1967  and 
in  1968  than  in  the  base  period. 

Categories  of  users  which  exhibited  the  most  change  in  the  share  of 
the  total  sugar  distribution  were  beverage  manufacturers  whose  share 
rose  from  12.3  percent  in  the  base  period  to  20  percent  in  1968 
and  wholesalers  whose  share  declined  from  33  percent  in  the  base 
period  to  22  percent  in  1968.  Five  of  the  remaining  types  of  buyers- 
had  slightly  ^ncrer  -  eJ.  shares  in  1968  as  compare^!  with  the  base 
period,  three  had  slightly  reduced  shares  and  one- had  about  the 
same  share. 

Corn  sirup  Corn  sirup  shipments  by  primary  distributors  during  the 
period  of  the  study  were  made  principally  to  industrial   type  users. 
Shipments   to  nine  industrial  categories   trended  upward  1.1  millioncwt. 
per  year  from  13.9  million  in  the  base  periodto  23. 7  million  in  1967,

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while  shipments  to"  two  non-industrial  categories  ..trended  downward 
28,000  hundredweight  per  year^  from.  1.7  million  hundredweight  to 
1.4  million  in  1967.  Eight  of 'the  nine-  industrial  and  one  of  the  two 
non-industrial  type  users  received  more  corn  sirup  in  1967  than  in 
the  base  period.  Distribution  of  corn  sirup  solids  and  corn  sirup  for 
use  in  mixed  sirups  were  the  only  two  categories  which  declined. 

Types  of  buyers  which  exhibited  the  most  change  in  the  share  of  the 
total  distribution  of  corn  sirup  were  confectionery  and  related 
products,  the  largest  user  -  down  from  39  percent  of  the  total  in  the 
base  period  to  29  percent  in  1967  and  bakery,  cereal  and  allied 
products  -  up  from  eight  percent  in  the  base  period  to  16  percent  in 
1967.  Four  of  the  remaining  types  of  buyers— ■  had  increased  shares 
of  the  total  corn  sirup  distribution  in  1967  as  compared  with  the  base 
period,  four 5/ "had  smaller  shares  and  one-  had  about  the  same 
share . 

Dextrose  More  than  9  5  percent  of  the  dextrose  shipments  by  primary 
distributors  during  1956-68  were  made  to  industrial  type  buyers. 
Receipts  by  industrial  users  averaged  6.7  million  hundredweight  in  the 
base  period  and  rose  to  9  . 0  million  hundredweight  in  1968,  an  .upward 
trend  of  269,000  hundredweight  per  year.  During  the  same  period 
receipts  by  non- indus trial  users  increased  from  323,000  hundred- 
weight to  354,000  hundredweight  for  an  upward  trend  of  11,000 
hundredweight  per  year. 

Types  of  buyers  which  exhibited  the  most  change  in  the  share  of  the 
total  distribution  of  dextrose  were  bakers,  the  largest  user  -  down 
from  53.5  percent  in  the  base  period  to  44.5  percent  of  the  total  in 
1968  and  non-food  uses  -  up  from  12.4  percent  in  the  base  period  to 
16.3  percent  in  1968.  Three  of  the  remaining  types  of  buyers—  had 
smaller  inc rease s  in  the  share  of  the  total  distribution  and  for  two_ 
the  share  declined.  The  distribution  of  dextrose  to  non-industrial 
buyers,  which  was  not  broken  down  by  individual  categories,  averaged 
4.6  percent  of  the  total  distribution  in  the  base  period  and  3  . 8  perc ent 
in  1968.

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Relative  importance  of  nutritive   sweeteners   by  type  of  buyer 

There  were  six  types  of  buyers  to  which  deliveries -of  all  three  of  the 
sweeteners  were  reported  during  the  period  of  the  study.    The  total 
deliveries  of  nutritive  sweeteners  to  these  six  categories  in  the  base 
period  were  78  percent  sugar,  14  percent  corn  sirup  and  eight  percent 
dextrose.   In  1967  the  relative  percentages  were  sugar     74  percent, 
corn  sirup  19  percent  and  dextrose  seven  percent.   In  spite  of  the 
decline  of  the  share  of  sugar  in  the  total  nutritive  sweetener- deliveries 
for  these  uses,  the  percentage  of  the  total  sugar  deliveries  that  the  six 
types  of  buyer s  received  increased  from  39  percent  in  the  base  period 
to  43  percent  in  1967.   Deliveries  of  corn  sirup  to  these  six  types  of 
buyers  increased  from  72  percent  of  the  total  corn  sirup  deliveries 
in  the  base  period  to  87  percent  in  1967,  while  deliveries  of  dextrose 
declined  from  89.7  percent  of  the  total  dextrose  deliveries  in  the  base 
period  to  87  percent  in  1967. 

During  the  period  of  the  study  corn  sirup  deliveries  increased  as  a 
share  of  the  total  nutritive  sweetener  deliveries  to  four  of  the  six 
types  of  buyers,  dextrose  deliveries  increased  to  two  and  sugar 
deliveries  increased  to  one.  As  a  percentage  of  total  nutritive 
sweetener  deliveries,  generally ,  those  types  of  buyers  ~to'  which  corn 
sirup  deliveries  increased  were  the  same  as  those  to  which  sugar  and 
dextrose  deliveries  declined.  Dextros e  deliveries  for  use  in  non-food 
products  increased  as  a  percentage  of  total  nutritive  sweetener  deliv- 
eries for  this  use  and  sugar  and  corn  sirup  deliveries  both  declined. 

Wholesale  price  relationships 

A  comparison  of  the  New  York  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined 
sugar,  corn  sirup  and  dextrose  during  the  13-year  period  of  the 
study  indicates  there  was  some  relationship  between  the  prices  of 
dextrose  and  sugar  but  little,  if  any,  between  the  prices  of  corn  sirup 
and  sugar.  The  trend  of  sugar  and  dextrose  prices  increased  .17  cent 
and  .10  cent  per  pound,  per  year,  respectively,  while  corn  sirup 
prices  trended  downward  -  .02  cent  per  pound,  per  year.  In  general, 
dextrose  prices  from  year  to  year  moved  in  the  same  direction  as 
sugar  prices  but  the  changes  were  less  pronounced.  Corn  sirup  prices 
moved  in  the  same  direction  as  sugar  prices  about  50  percent  of  the 
time  and  followed  the  general  pattern  of  the  sugar  and  dextrose  prices 
through  1963  after  which  they  usually  moved  in  the  opposite  direction. 
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In  the  base  period  the  average  price  of  dextrose  was  1.03  cents  per 
pound  less  than  the  average  price  of  s agar  and  the  price  of  corn 
sirup  averaged  .29  cent  per  pound  less  than  dextrose,  or  1.32  cents 
per  pound  less  than  sugar.  In  1968  the  spread  between  the  average 
prices  had  increased  to  where  dextrose  averaged  1.57  cents  per 
pound  below  that  of  sugar  and  corn  sirup  was  3.34  cents  below  the 
price    for  sugar. 

Wholesale  price    movements   and  distribution 

There  appeared  to  be  some  relationship  between  the  price  trends  for 
the  three  sweeteners  and  the  quantities  of  the  sweeteners  'distributed 
during  the  period  of  the  study.  Corn  sirup,  with  a  declining  price 
trend,  had  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  total  distribution,  the 
largest  increase  in  per  capita  distribution  and  increased  its  share  of 
the  total  nutritive  sweetener  deli veries  from  eight  percent  in  the  base 
period  to  1 1  percent  in  1967  .  Dextrose  with  a  rising  price  trend,  but 
not  so  pronounced  as  that  of  sugar,  had  the  next  largest  percentage 
increase  in  total  deliveries  and  increased  its  share  of  the  total 
nutritive  sweetener  deliveries.  Sugar  had  the  largest  percentage 
increase  in  quoted  prices,  the  smallest  percentage  increase  in  total 
deliveries,  a  declining  share  in  the  total  nutritive  sweetener 
distribution  but  an  increase  in  per  capita  deliveries  that  was  larger 
than  for  dextrose  but  less  than  for  corn  sirup.
